EDITORIAL ANNOUNCEMENT 


_ The present officers of the Association are impressed with 
the importance of regular and frequent printed communica- 
tion with the membership, for reasons more fully set forth 
in President Wigmore’s article on a later page of this issue. 

The plan approved by the Council contemplates the issue 
of eight monthly BuLLETINs, omitting June, July, August 
and September. The present issue includes material relating 
to the first meeting in New York City, since there has been no 
official publication making the early history of the Association 
a matter of permanent record. The list of officers and 
members, and the Constitution, also included in this number, 
will presumably be reprinted annually. It is expected that 
Number 2 will contain an account of the proceedings of the 
Council during the year 1915 and a summary of the proceed- 
ings of the Washington meeting. In this or later numbers 
will also appear information about the current work of the 
Council and committees. It is not, at present, contemplated 
that special articles will be published in the BULLETIN, but 
reports of committees are likely to be available from time to 
time, and it may be important to anticipate to some extent, 
in the numbers of next fall, the business to come before the 
annual meeting. Co-operation and suggestions from mem- 
bers of the Association will be welcomed by the officers at 
any time. 


The general report on Academic Freedom designated as 
Vol. I, Part One, has been mailed to members of the Associa- 
tion, February 21st, with notification slips that annual dues 
are now payable to the treasurer, Professor John C. Rolfe, 
4014 Pine St., Philadelphia, Pa. Copies of this report have 
been previously sent to the newspapers and will be sent to 
colleges, universities and libraries. Additional copies may 
be purchased at 25 cents.

The report on Conditions at the University of Utah was 
published and distributed in July 1915. 

It is expected that the reports of other special committees 
will be published in the near future either as successive parts 
of Vol. I or incorporated with the numbers of Vol. IT.

4. The Formulation of a Code of University Ethics. 

5. The Distinctions between the several Honorary Degrees 
and the Basis for Conferring Them. 

6. The Feasibility and Method of Utilizing the Govern- 
ment Scientific Bureaus at Washington and elsewhere in 
Co-operation with Graduate University Work, and the 
Proposal for a Federal University at Washington. 

7. Co-operation with Latin-American Universities to Pro- 
mote Exchange Professorships and Fellowships and Other 
Common Interests. 

8. The Best Method of Effectuating in this Country the 
Several Recommendations of the Second Pan-American 
Scientific Congress Involving University Activities. 

9. The Preparation of a Handbook of American Universi- 
ties and Colleges. 

10. The Standardizing of Requirements for the Degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy in the Various Fields.

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TO MEMBERS OF THE ASSOCIATION. 


The influence of this Association, to rise to its fullest 
measure, must consist in its ability to express the best 
professional opinion on matters within its sphere. That 
professional opinion, to be representative, must have been 
well sifted and formulated by discussion, continued through 
ample time and in all quarters of the college world. This is 
why the mechanism now to be provided is so important,— 
mechanism hitherto lacking. 

The mechanism, when completely organized, will consist 
of three main parts, local chapters or groups, national com- 
mittees, and a journal of communication. The local groups 
in each institution will evoke during the year all shades of 
opinion on all aspects of the topics needing deliberation and 
action. The national committees appointed on those topics 
will sift this mass of opinion and formulate the principal 
issues, for final decision at the annual meeting. And the 
monthly BuLLETIN will meanwhile serve as the organ of 
communication for reports and proposals, so that the diffusion 
and exchange of views will be extensive and uniform, and will 
insure that the final opinion be representative. 

It is towards tbis ultimate plan of mechanism that the 
officers propose to lay as broad a foundation as possible during 
the present year. 

The truth is that we are a single profession—the most 
responsible branch of that profession which Fichte forever 
exalted with his inspired essay on ‘‘The Nature of the Scholar.” 
And, to adapt a phrase of his from ‘‘The Vocation of Man,” 
“It is the vocation of our profession to unite itself into one 
single body, all the parts of which shall be thoroughly known 
to each other and all possessed of similar intellectual stand- 
ards.” Yet hitherto, we have lived a separate life, each 
in his own particular acre of the field, be it history, psychology, 
geology, or the rest, and never united as a body of university 
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teachers. Some day, no doubt, this Association will be all- 
inclusive; its present requirement of a ten-years’ apprentice- 
ship is but a provisional safeguard for manning the ranks 
first with the veterans. After the seniors have fully answered 
the call, the juniors also may well be summoned to enroll. 

Separated as we have been by the distinctions of our several 
sciences, and sundered as we still are and will be by distances 
of space and by independence of institutions, the professional 
bond of the University Scholar and Teacher must become 
and remain the strongest; for it is the one common and 
fundamental element in our careers. We need no charter 
to unite us; this bond is stronger and freer than a chartered 
law. Circumstances, and the ripeness of the times, have 
destined us to this union. We follow here in the same 
evolution, of seven centuries ago, that brought together in 
one voluntary body, before any charter of king or pope, the 
magistri reverendi vita et doctrina clarissimi into a universitas 
at Paris; for they formally maintained their autonomy with 
the invocation of the principle: Societas voluntate firmatur. 

And this vocation of the scholar marks the broad scope of 
our activities. We are to formulate and inculcate acceptable 
standards of ideals and methods for all the work of our 
profession. Nihil humani—we are limited only to all that 
touches our vocation. And of this there is surely awaiting us 
a full measure for thought. Nearly thirty years ago Mr. 
Bryce wrote: ‘“‘American universities show all the merits and 
all the faults of a development absolutely uncontrolled by 
government. . . . Accordingly, while a European ob- 
server is struck by their inequalities and by the crudeness 
of many among them, he is also struck by the life, the spirit, 
the sense of progress, which pervades them.’”’ The time has 
now plainly enough arrived for some conscious but voluntary 
and unofficial striving at self-examination and self-control by 
the universal body of the profession itself, through its own 
public opinion. 

It is fortunate that we are doing this ourselves, for ourselves. 
There is a telling passage in Mill’s Autobiography where he 
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describes the healthful influence of De Tocqueville on his 
opinions, at a period when he and his fellow-reformers were 
prone to achieve their ideals by centralized governmental 
control. ‘De Tocqueville attached the utmost importance 
to the performance of as much of the collective business of 
society, as can safely be performed, by the people themselves, 
without any intervention of the executive government, either 
to supersede their agency or to dictate the manner of its 
exercise. . . . He viewed this as a necessary protection 
against degenerating into the only despotism of which, in the 
modern world, there is real danger,—the absolute rule of 
the head of the executive over a congregation of isolated 
individuals, all equals but all slaves.’”” We here in this 
Association are to exemplify the beneficent Anglo-American 
tradition that we can best work out the demands of progress 
by voluntary self-control, invoking the force of professional 
public opinion. | 

And so the initial theme returns: the task of this Associa- 
tion is to formulate, by deliberation, the best professional 
opinion on all that touches the public work of our career. 
And this formulation requires widespread and frequent 
deliberation throughout the year and among all members. 
And these deliberations will be guided by the systematic 
labors of the several committees, promoted by the circulation 
of a printed organ of communication, and focussed finally by 
the debates and the votes of each annual conclave. 

And so, in the words of Juvenal, 


“ °

CALL FOR THE MEETING FOR ORGANIZATION 
OF A NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF 
UNIVERSITY PROFESSORS * 


The scientific and specialized interests of members of 
American university faculties are well cared for by various 
learned societies. No organization exists, however, which at 
once represents the common interests of the teaching staffs 
and deals with the general problems of university policy. 
Believing that a society, comparable to the American Bar 
Association and the American Medical Association in kindred 
professions, could be of substantial service to the ends for 
which universities exist, members of the faculties of a number 
of institutions have undertaken to bring about the formation 
of a national Association of University Professors. The 
general purposes of such an Association would be to facilitate 
a more effective co-operation among the members of the 
profession in the discharge of their special responsibilities as 
custodians of the interests of higher education and research 
in America; to promote a more general and methodical dis- 
cussion of problems relating to education in higher institutions 
of learning; to create means for the authoritative expression 
of the public opinion of college and university teachers; to 
make collective action possible; and to maintain and advance 
the standards and ideals of the profession. The specific 
activities in which these general purposes may best find 
expression will, of course, become fully evident only through 
experience. There is, however, already manifest among 
university teachers an interest in such matters as the proper 
organization of departments, and their relation to one another; 
the relations of instruction and research, both in colleges 
and graduate schools; the adjustment of graduate to under- 
graduate instruction, and of professional studies to both; the 
possibility of co-operation between universities to prevent

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unnecessary duplication of effort; the effectiveness of the 
manner in which the university teaching profession is now 
recruited; the problem of graduate fellowships and scholar- 
ships; the desirability and practicability of an increased 
migration of graduate students; the suitable recognition 
of intellectual eminence, and the manner of awarding 
honorary degrees; the proper conditions of the tenure of 
the professorial office; methods of appointment and pro- 
motion, and the character of the qualifications to be con- 
sidered in either case; the function of faculties in university 
government; the relations of faculties to trustees; the im- 
partial determination of the facts in cases in which serious 
violations of academic freedom are alleged. It may be ex- 
pected that the Association will from time to time take up 
the consideration of subjects of this character, will create 
committees for the purpose of ascertaining the experience and 
the existing practice of the American universities in such 
matters, and will, at its annual meetings, discuss the com- 
mittees’ reports and make recommendations upon the ques- 
tions which these reports may raise. It would also appear de- 
sirable that the Association should, as soon as its financial 
condition makes this possible, establish an annual, semi- 
annual or quarterly periodical, devoted to the discussion of 
similar questions and to the interchange of information 
respecting the policies and activities of the different univer- 
sities. 

Those concerned in the organization of the Association do 
not, however, desire in any way to determine its programme 
in advance. What seems to them essential is that, in the 
working out of a national policy of higher education and 
research, the general body of university teachers shall exercise 
an effectual influence; that in the determination of the future 
of the profession, the profession itself shall have a voice; that 
issues hereafter arising which may seriously affect the work 
of the universities, or the usefulness, dignity, or standards of 
the professorate, shall be dealt with only after careful con- 
sideration and wide discussion. These essentials appear

unlikely to be realized, unless there exist some organization 
fairly representative of the ideals, the interests and the point 
of view of the profession as such.

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MEETING FOR ORGANIZATION OF THE 
ASSOCIATION * 


New York, January, 1915 


The meeting called for the purpose of organizing this 
Association was held in the auditorium of the Chemists’ Club, 
New York City, on the afternoon and evening of Friday, 
January 1, and the morning of Saturday, January 2, 1915. 
Over 250 were in attendance in the course of the three sessions. 
Professor John Dewey, of Columbia University, called the 
meeting to order and delivered an introductory addresst 
upon the purpose and possibilities of such an association, as 
conceived by the committee on organization, of which he had 
served as chairman. Nominations for the chairmanship of 
the meeting being called for, Professor Dewey was nominated 
and elected permanent chairman, and Professor Overstreet, 
of the College of the City of New York, recording secretary. 
Addresses in support of a motion to proceed to the organiza- 
tion of the Association were made by Professors Guthe of 
Michigan, Thilly of Cornell, West of Princeton, Howard of 
Nebraska; and a letter from Professor Gildersleeve of Johns 
Hopkins was read. The motion was unanimously carried. 

The consideration of the draft of a constitution submitted 
by the committee on organization was then begun. This took 
up most of the afternoon and evening and a part of the morn- 
ing session. In order that the alternative plans of organiza- 
tion might receive full discussion, the meeting, in most cases, 
voted upon the principles involved in the several articles, 
rather than upon the language of the instrument. A com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up the text of a provisional 
constitution in conformity with the action taken by the 
meeting, this draft to be submitted for ratification at the next 
annual meeting. The decisions of the gathering with respect 
to the principal features of the plan of organization were as 
follows:

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1. Name.—After the consideration of a number of alterna- 
tives, it was voted that the name of the society be The Ameri- 
ean Association of University Professors. 

2. Eligibility for Membership.—It was voted that any 
person may be nominated for membership who holds and for 
ten years has held a teaching or research position in any one, 
or more than one, American university or college, or in a 
professional school of similar grade; provided, that no person 
not having teaching or research for his principal occupation, 
and no administrative officer not giving a substantial amount 
of instruction, shall be eligible. Nominations for member- 
ship may be made to the council by any three members of the 
Association; nominations thus made, and approved by the 
council, will be voted upon at annual meetings, a two-thirds 
vote being required to elect. For the guidance of the council 
in acting upon nominations, it was voted, upon motioa of 
Professor Janeway, that ‘‘it is the sense of this meeting that 
the Association shall be composed of college and university 
teachers of recognized scholarship or scientific productivity.” 
It was voted that all persons to whom invitations to attend 
the first meeting had been sent by the committee on organ- 
ization may become members of the Association by signifying 
to the secretary their desire to do so, within three months 
from January 1, provided that they hold positions in institu- 
tions of collegiate or university grade and that their duties 
are not solely administrative. 

3. Officers.—It was voted that the officers of the Association 
shall be a president, a vice-president, a secretary, a treasurer, 
and a council consisting of the foregoing and 30 additional 
members. The president and vice-president are to be elected 
by a majority vote for a term of one year; the secretary and 
treasurer are to hold office for three years. Thirty members 
of the council are to be elected for the first year, lots being 
drawn to determine which shall hold office for one, for two 
and for three years, respectively; at each subsequent annual 
meeting ten members of the council are to be elected by a 
plurality vote to hold office for three years. The council has 
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power to arrange the program for the annual meeting and to 

appoint committees to investigate and report upon subjects 
germane to the purposes of the Association. During the year 
1915 the council is authorized to spend such sums out of the 
funds of the Association as may be necessary for the business 
of the year, and also to defray expenses incurred in the organ- 
ization of the Association. 

4. Local Societies.—The question of the formation of local 
societies was discussed at some length. Although the senti- 
ment of the meeting was apparently unfavorable to this plan, 
the council was authorized to take the matter under considera- 
tion and to report at the next meeting upon the desirability 
of the formation of institutional or territorial chapters. 

5. Dues.—The annual dues were fixed at $2.00. 

The greater part of the concluding session was given up to 
the discussion of topics to be placed upon the program of 
the Association for the ensuing year. The secretary of the 
committee on organization read a number of interestingly 
diverse topics suggested in writing by members not present. 
A paper by Professor Royce of Harvard University on ‘“‘The 
Case of Middlebury College and the Carnegie Foundation” 
was read, proposing as a suitable subject the question of ‘“‘the 
limits of standardization”’ in educational methods and organ- 
ization, and the ‘‘standardizing”’ activities of extra-academic 
corporations. This subject, and the two following, were 
finally recommended to the council as the topics most suitable 
for examination by special committees and report during the 
coming year: methods of appointment and promotion; the 
manner in which the university teaching profession is at 
present recruited, with especial reference to the existing sys- 
tem of graduate fellowships and scholarships. Upon Pro- 
fessor Seligman’s motion the council was also instructed to 
attempt to bring about a merging in a new committee of the 
committees already created by the economic, political science 
and sociological associations to deal with the subject of 
academic freedom, the joint committee to be authorized to 
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investigate the subject in behalf of this Association and to 
report at the next annual meeting. 

The committee appointed to present nominations for 
officers for the year 1915 reported, through its chairman, Pro- 
fessor Tatlock, of Michigan, that in the time at its disposal it 
had not been able to make sufficiently well-considered nomina- 
tions for more than twenty-eight places on the council. Pro- 
fessor H. C. Warren, of Princeton University, who was nomi- 
nated for the secretaryship, declined the nomination. The 
following were elected: president, John Dewey, Columbia 
University, education; vice-president, J. M. Coulter, Uni- 
versity of Chicago, botany; treasurer, J. C. Rolfe, University 
of Pennsylvania, Latin. Members of the council: M. Bloom- 
field, Hopkins, Sanskrit; E. Capps, Princeton, Greek; A. P. 
Carman, Illinois, physics; W. L. Cross, Yale, English; G. Dock, 
Washington University, St. Louis, medicine; H. D. Foster, 
Dartmouth, history; E. C. Franklin, Stanford, chemistry; C. 
M. Gayley, California, English; R. G. Harrison, Yale, zoology; 
W. H. Hobbs, Michigan, geology; A. R. Hohlfeld, Wisconsin, 
German; G. E. Howard, Nebraska, history; A. O. Lovejoy, 
Hopkins, philosophy; W. T. Magruder, Ohio, engineering; 
J. L. Meriam, Missouri, education; A. A. Michelson, Chicago, 
physics; W. B. Munro, Harvard, political science; A. A. 
Noyes, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, chemistry; E. 
C. Pickering, Harvard, astronomy; H. C. Warren, Princeton, 
psychology; R. Weeks, Columbia, Romance philology; H. S§. 
White, Vassar, mathematics; J. H. Wigmore, Northwestern, 
law; W. F. Willcox, Cornell, economics. The officers elected 
were given power to fill the vacancies remaining in the council, 
and to elect a secretary to serve during the year; it was voted 
that, pending the election of a secretary, Professor Lovejoy, 
of Johns Hopkins University, be asked to continue to dis- 
charge the duties of that office. 

Votes of thanks were extended to the Chemists’ Club for 
their courtesies ; to the Women’s University Club for hospitali- 
ties to women members of the profession in attendance at the 
meeting; and to the officers and members of the committee 
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on organization. The meeting, notable in the history of the 
American universities and distinguished by the number of 
eminent scholars attending and by the interest and quality 
of its discussions, then adjourned. 

It is perhaps advisable to put on record at this time the 
history of the steps, antecedent to this meeting, taken in the 
organization of the new association. The project was ini- 
tiated by a communication signed by most of the full profes- 
sors of the faculty of the Johns Hopkins University, which 
was sent, in the spring of 1913, to the members of the faculties 
of nine other universities, inviting the latter to consider the 
advisability of the formation of such a society, and to send 
delegates to an informal conference for discussion of the 
matter. A favorable response was received in all cases, and 
statements expressing a conviction of the desirability of the 
creation of some such professional association were drawn up 
and signed by members of the faculties of nearly all the uni- 
versities addressed. The proposed conference was held at 
Baltimore on November 17, 1913; it was attended by 18 
delegates from the following universities: Clark, Columbia, 
Cornell, Harvard, Johns Hopkins, Princeton, Wisconsin and 
Yale. The chairman of this conference, Professor Bloomfield, 
was authorized to appoint a committee on organization, 
representing the principal subjects of study and the principal 
universities. This committee, under the chairmanship of 
Professor Dewey, after prolonged discussion, decided that it 
would not attempt to define the conditions of eligibility for 
membership, but that invitations to join in the formal organ- 
ization of the Association should be sent to persons of full 
professorial rank whose names appeared on the lists of dis- 
tinguished specialists prepared for the committee in each of 
the principal subjects, provided that such professors were 
connected with institutions having five or more names upon 
these lists. Some 650 of those to whom these invitations 


- were sent have thus far expressed their sympathy with the 


general purposes formulated in the circular of the committee 
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on organization, and their purpose to adhere to the Associa- 
tion. 

In accordance with the action above reported, members 
of the university teaching profession who did not receive 
invitations to the New York meeting, and who desire to 
become members of the Association, are asked to signify that 
desire to any of their colleagues who are already charter mem- 
bers or who may become such during the period allowed for 
that purpose—the first three months of the present year.

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CONSTITUTION * 


ARTICLE I—NAME AND OBJECT 


1. The name of this Association shall be the American 
Association of University Professors. : 

2. Its objects shall be to facilitate a more effective co- 
operation among teachers and investigators in universities 
and colleges and in professional schools of similar grade for 
the promotion of the interests of higher education and re- 
search, and in general to increase the usefulness and advance 
the standards and ideals of the profession. 


ARTICLE II—MEMBERSHIP 


1. Any university or college teacher of recognized schol- 
arship or scientific productivity who holds and for ten years 
has held a position of teaching or research in an American 
university or college, or in a professional school of similar 
grade, may be nominated for membership in the Association. 

2. No person whose principal occupation is not that of 
education or research and no administrative officer who does 
not give a substantial amount of instruction shall be eligible 
for membership. 


ArtTIcLE IIJ—Orricers 


1. The officers of this Association shall be a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer and thirty members 
of the Council. 

2. The President and Vice-President shall be elected by 
a majority vote of those present and voting at each annual 
meeting. 

3. A Secretary and a Treasurer shall be elected by a 
majority vote of those present and voting at the first meeting 
of the Association and shall hold office for three years, when 
their successors shall be in like manner elected.

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4, Thirty members of the Council shall be elected by a 
plurality vote at the first meeting of the Association; and lots 
shall then be drawn to determine which ten of those elected 
shall hold office for one, for two and for three years respec- 
tively. At each annual meeting thereafter ten members of 
the Council shall be elected for three years by a majority vote 
of those present and voting. 

5. The President, Vice-President and members of the 
Council shall not be immediately eligible for reélection upon 
the expiration of their terms. 


ARTICLE ,IV—ELECTION OF MEMBERS 


1. Nomination for membership may be made to the Coun- 
cil by any three members of the Association. 

2. Nominations thus made, and approved by the Council, 
shall be voted upon at the annual meeting. 

3. All persons receiving the affirmative vote of two thirds 
of the members present and voting shall become members of 
the Association upon payment of the annual dues. 


ARTICLE V—TuHE CoUNCIL 


1. The President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer shall be members of the Council ex officio and the Pres- 
ident shall act as its chairman. 

2. The Council shall make all arrangements for the annual 
meeting, sending a copy of the program at least one 
month in advance to every member of the Association. 

3. The Council shall present a written report to the Asso- 
ciation at the annual meeting, sending a copy at least one 
month in advance to every member of the Association. 

4. The Council may appoint committees tO investigate 
and report upon subjects germane to the purposes of the 
Association. 


ARTICLE VI—By-Laws 


By-Laws may be adopted at any annual meeting of the 
Association. 
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ArticLE VII—DveEs 


Each member shall pay two dollars to the Treasurer as 
annual dues, and no member who is in default shall be 
qualified to exercise any privilege of membership. 


ArtTIcLE VIII—Honorary MEMBERS 


1. A member who becomes disqualified for active mem- 
bership by becoming a professor emeritus, or by becoming 
an exclusively administrative officer, shall become an hon- 
orary member. 

2. Honorary members shall be exempt from the payment 
of dues. They shall have the privilege of being present and 
speaking, but not of voting, at annual meetings. 


ARTICLE ,[X—AMENDMENTS 


1. The Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds 
vote of those present and voting at any annual meeting; 
provided that written notice of any proposed amendment 
shall be sent to the Secretary by five members of the Asso- 
ciation not later than two months before the annual meeting. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to send a copy of 
all amendments thus proposed to the members of the Asso- 
ciation at least one month before the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE X—ANNUAL MEETING 


The Association shall meet annually at such time and 
place as the Council may select, and those present shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 


BY-LAWS 


1. Nomination for Office—At each annual meeting the 
President shall appoint a committee of five, not members of 
the Council or other officers of the Association, to present 
nominations for the offices to be filled at the next annual 
meeting. These nominations shall be mailed by the Secretary 
to all members of the Association not later than one month 
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before the meeting at which they are to be voted upon; and 
blanks shall be provided upon which additional nominations 
may be made. At the annual meeting, the nominations of 
the committee and any other nominations proposed in writ- 
ing by ten or more members of the Association shall be 
voted upon by ballot by those present at the annual meeting. 
No proxies shall be allowed. . 

2. A special meeting of the Council shall be called by the 
President on the written request of at least eight members 
of the Council, and notice of such meeting shall be mailed 
to every member two weeks in advance. 
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ANNOUNCEMENTS 


The present issue of the BULLETIN brings the record of the 
Association’s activities up to date—except for certain special 
committee reports—by including an abstract of the Council 
business for 1915, and a summary of business transacted by 
the Association and the Council at the annual meeting at 
Washington, December 31, 1915, and January 1, 1916. 

More recent activities are covered in the subsequent pages 
on the business of the Council and the Executive Committee 
since January 1; while special plans for further progress are 
outlined in the Letter on Formation of Local Chapters and 
the descriptive list of Committees of the Association. 

Academic Freedom Reports.—With the courteous coépera- 
tion of the U. S. Commissioner of Education arrangements 
have been made for circulating 3000 copies of the general re- 
port to trustees of colleges and universities. The remaining 
reports will be issued not as Parts of Volume I but as sections 
of the present and succeeding issues of Volume II. 

Membership.—The membership is now 1362, representing 
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75 institutions in 33 states. An inspection of the list will 
make it evident that the distribution of members among 
institutions is very uneven: the California universities, 
Columbia, Johns Hopkins, Missouri and Princeton, for 
example, being notably strong, while on the other hand, there 
are many colleges and universities having few or no members. 
It is the hope of the officers that the circulation of the general 
report on Academic Freedom and of the new BULLETIN will 
promote healthy growth in the membership. Additional 
copies and nomination cards will be supplied to members on 
application to the secretary. 

In view of the pressure under which BULLETIN No. 1 was 
issued, it was not practicable to verify names so completely as 
would otherwise have been desirable.

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BUSINESS OF THE COUNCIL DURING 1915 


The following is an abstract of the report presented by 
Secretary Lovejoy at the Annual Meeting of the Association. 

The business of the Council has been conducted by corre- 
spondence except for one meeting held at Washington, Decem- 
ber 31. 

The principal items of business were as follows: 

Secretaryship.—No secretary having been elected at the 
previous annual meeting, the Council, in January, elected Pro- 
fessor Lovejoy of the Johns Hopkins University. 

Council Membership.—Vacancies in the Council were 
filled by the election of Professors Hough, University of Vir- 
ginia; Dealey, Brown University; Jastrow, University of 
Pennsylvania; Haney, University of Texas; Taber, Clark 
University; Marx, Stanford University; Fenneman, Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. 

Lengths of terms of members of the Council were deter- 
mined by lot, as provided by the provisional constitution. 
(See Butietin, Vol. II, No. 1.) 

Executive Committee.—The president, by authorization of 
the Council during the year, appointed Professors Capps (chair- 
man), Harrison, Hobbs, Lovejoy, Marx, Munro, Wigmore, 
as an Executive Committee ‘‘with power to make nominations 
for the committees of the Association, to prepare questions 
for submission to the Council, to make recommendations 
upon these questions, and to take provisional action in urgent 
cases, subject to confirmation by the Council.” 

Committees.—The three committees authorized at the New 
York meeting were appointed by the Council during the year 
on nomination from the Executive Committee. (See BuLLE- 
TIN, Vol. II, No. 1.) 

Academic Freedom Investigations.—The Council has, during 
the year, voted to authorize the Committee on Academic 
Freedom and Academic Tenure to conduct investigations 
into certain incidents occurring at the University of Utah, 
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the University of Montana, the University of Colorado, and 
the University of Pennsylvania; to publish its reports on 
these investigations; and to incur such expense as might be 
necessary for the conduct of the investigations and the 
printing of the reports. 

Place of Annual Meeting.—In July the Council received 
from the president of the Ohio State University, from the 
Ohio member of the Council, and from the local members of 
the Association, a cordial invitation for the holding of the 
annual meeting of the Association at Columbus, as guests 
of the Ohio State University. The Council, understanding 
that the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science was to meet in the same city, and that the American 
Economic Association, the American Political Science Asso- 
ciation, and the American Sociological Society, were to meet 
nearby, voted to accept this invitation. A subsequent 
change of plan by the organizations representing political 
science, economics, and sociology, led the president to direct, 
at the request of a member, that the Council be given a 
second opportunity to vote on the question of the place of 
meeting, in view of the fact that an important part of the 
business of the meeting was to be the presentation and dis- 
cussion of the report of a committee originally constituted 
jointly by this Association and the three organizations men- 
tioned. The result of the second vote was that the Council 
declined, with much regret, the invitation of the Ohio State 
University, and selected Washington, D. C., as the place for 
the annual meeting, and December 31, 1915, to January 1, 
1916, as the date. 

Invitations to Members of Other Societies for Annual Meeting. 
—The Executive Committee, having been given authority 
by the Council to make arrangements for the annual meeting, 
voted that an invitation be extended to the members of the 
American Economic Association, the American Political 
Science Association, and the American Sociological Society, 
to attend the session of the annual meeting at which the 
report of the Committee on Academic Freedom and Academic 
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Tenure was to be presented. These invitations were accord- 
ingly communicated to those bodies by the chairman of the 
committee. 

Entertainment of Annual Meetings.—It was voted ‘‘to re- 
quest institutions with which the Association may meet not 
to furnish special entertainment, such as formal dinners and 
receptions, in connection with its meetings.” 

Secretary’s Office—At the meeting of December 31, 1915, 
the Council voted ‘‘to recommend to the Association that 
$500 be appropriated to the Secretary next to be elected, for 
the employment of an assistant, this sum not to be consid- 
ered as covering clerical expenses.” 

Traveling Expenses of Committees.—At the same meeting 
it was voted “‘to recommend that the Council be authorized 
to refer the question of payment of traveling expenses of 
members of committees to its Executive Committee, or to a 
special committee, appointed by the Council for 1916, this 
to be understood to authorize the Council to appropriate for 
this purpose such sums as may be recommended by this 
committee.” 

Election of Officers by Ballot.—It was at the same meeting 
voted “that the principle of election of officers by ballot is 
approved by the Council, and it is recommended that the 
new Council be authorized to draft and submit an amendment 
to the constitution embodying this principle.” 

Organization of Local Chapters.—It was voted ‘‘that a 
communication from Professor Tyler of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, relating to the organization of local 
societies, be laid before the annual meeting, and that the 
following plan, contained therein, be recommended for 
adoption by the Association:” 

“In any institution or geographical district where there 
are ten or more members of the Association, any member, 
or members, may call a meeting of members in that district 
or institution for informal discussion of plans for provisional 
organization as a local group or section. This discussion will 
naturally deal with the possible advantages of such organ- 
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ization, with the question of frequency, place, and character 
of meetings, and with possible relations to the general Asso- 
ciation. For the present such relations will be informal and 
will involve no right to special representation at annual meet- 
ings. If organization is desired, it will be sufficient to have 
a local secretary, a small committee on program, and a few 
by-laws, approved by the Council. No action is to be taken, 
and nothing published, with the name of the Association. 

“If this plan be approved, initiative may be taken by 
members of the Council in different parts of the country, 
using lists of members provided by the secretary, and avoid- 
ing geographical overlapping. 

‘*Experience under such a plan should serve as the best 
basis for a more definite future policy.” 

Amendments to the Constitution.—The Council resolved: 

That it does not regard as practicable the provisions of 
the proposed amendment* to Article V, § 3 of the Constitu- 
tion. 

That the proposed amendment f to Article V, § 5, is, in the 
Council’s opinion, impracticable. 

That the proposed amendmentt{ to Article V, § 7, be 
recommended for adoption as a by-law.

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THE SECOND ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
ASSOCIATION 


The second annual meeting of the Association was held at 
Washington, D. C., Friday and Saturday, December 31 and 
January 1. The president was in the chair. Professor 
Young of Cornell acted as recording secretary. 

President Dewey’s opening address has been published, 
together with the general Report on Academic Freedom in 
Volume I, Part 1, of the BuLLetiIn. 

The following report of the treasurer was accepted, and 
audited by a committee consisting of Professors E. A. Ross 
and W. H. Hobbs:

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Professor Lovejoy presented the minutes of the proceedings 
of the Council for 1915 (see preceding abstract). Professor 
Lovejoy also presented the following report on the member- 
ship of the Association: 

“The revised roster shows that the Association had on 


‘December 29, 1915, 867 members, all by virtue of charter 


membership. Sixty institutions are represented. The uni- 
versities having more than 40 charter members are Columbia 
with 69, Harvard with 48, Chicago with 46, and Princeton 
with 43. Three of the original members have been trans- 
ferred to the list of honorary members, in consequence of 
election to positions of a purely administrative character: 
Professor E. C. Elliott, by his election to the chancellorship of 
the University of Montana; Professor Henry Suzzallo, by his 
election to the presidency of the University of Washington; 
and Professor R. L. Wilbur, by his election to the presidency of 
Leland Stanford Jr. University. Four have become honor- 
ary members by becoming emeritus professors in their respect- 
ive institutions: Professors Basil L. Gildersleeve and E. H. 
Griffin of the Johns Hopkins University, Professor F. H. 
Stoddard of New York University, and Professor N. F. Davis 
of Brown University. The Secretary records with great regret 
the death during the year of Dean Karl E. Guthe of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, who delivered the first address in support 
of the motion for the formation of this society, at the meeting 
in New York on January 1, 1915; and of Professors G. S. Cal- 
lender of Yale University, C. R. Henderson and J. U. Nef 
of Chicago, and Katharine Coman of Wellesley.” 

Voted, on recommendation of the Council, that $500 be 
appropriated for the employment of an assistant to the 
Secretary next to be elected, this sum not to be considered 
as covering clerical expenses. 

The recommendation ‘‘that the Council be authorized to 
refer the question of payment of traveling expenses of mem- 
bers of committees to its Executive Committee or to a special 
committee appointed by the Council for 1916” was discussed 
and laid on the table. 
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The recommendation ‘‘that the principle of election of 
officers by ballot be approved by the Council, and that it be 
recommended that the new Council be authorized to draft and 
submit an amendment to the Constitution embodying this 
principle” was discussed and laid over until after the Consti- 
tution and By-laws should be adopted. 

After discussion of the recommendation in regard to the 
organization of local sections, it was voted ‘‘that this Associa- 
tion approves the formation of local branches under suchrules 
and regulations as may be laid down by the Council.” 

The following recommendation drawn up at the suggestion 
of the Council and presented by Professor Capps was adopted 
with an amendment extending the circulation of printed 
reports ‘‘as the Council directs:” 

“Recommended, that all committees which are appointed 
by the Association for the prosecution of special investiga- 
tion are authorized to print at their discretion the report of 
their findings and to distribute this report among the mem- 
bers of the Association, through the Secretary; it being under- 
stood that any recommendations based upon their findings 
which such committees may choose to make will be submitted 
to the Association at its next annual meeting.” 

There was an extended discussion of the revised draft of 
the Constitution presented by Professors West, Lovejoy and 
Overstreet. It was ultimately adopted in the form as printed 
in this BuLLeTINn, Vol. II, No. 1. 

The Council presented a list of above 500 names of per- 
sons recommended for election to membership. The names 
of those elected have been included in the printed list, this 
Buttetin, Vol. II, No. 1. Names of all nominees called in 
question by any member were reserved for final action at the 
Saturday session. 

At the session of Friday evening, the general report of the 
committee on Academic Freedom and Academic Tenure was 
presented by Professor Seligman, chairman. Professor Fetter 
of Princeton read the special report on the case of Professor 
Fisher of Wesleyan; Professor Lovejoy of Johns Hopkins

presented a summary of the findings of the committee on the 
charges of Professor J. H. Brewster against the administration 
of the University of Colorado. The Recording Secretary read 
the provisional report on the case of Professor Nearing of the 
University of Pennsylvania. The report on the University 
of Montana case was postponed until Saturday morning.* 

At the Saturday morning session, final action was taken on 
nominations to membership not favorably acted upon at the 
first session. The question of the procedure to be followed 
with respect to the general academic freedom report was 
discussed at length, with particular reference to a proposed 
referendum vote of the Association. It was finally voted 
‘that the report be accepted and approved’’; and “‘that the 
hearty thanks of the Association be extended to the Com- 
mittee.’’ The Chairman of the Committee, Professor Selig- 
man, asking to be relieved of the duties of that position and 
suggesting the appointment of a new standing Committee on 
the subject, it was voted “that the present Committee be 
discharged after completion of their unfinished business, and 
that the Council be instructed to appoint a permanent 
Committee on Academic Freedom and Academic Tenure.” 

It was voted ‘“‘that a committee of five be appointed (1) 
to consider the feasibility of making more definite the mean- 
ing of the tests of membership as formulated in article II of 
the constitution; (2) to inquire into the most expedient man- 
ner of applying such tests; and (3) to inquire into the desira- 
bility of providing some machinery for maintaining the eligi- 
bility of members after admission.” 

A motion ‘“‘that any member of the Association, who ac- 
cepts administrative duties which operate to lessen the pro- 
portionate amount of time which he will thereafter regularly 
give to instruction or research, shall notify the Secretary of

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the extent and character of such change,”’ was referred to the 
Council. 

The committee of inquiry on the University of Montana 
case was authorized to lay its report when finally agreed upon 
before the Association in printed form. 

The following resolution was adopted: ‘‘ Resolved, That 
this Association desires to express its cordial recognition of 
the loyal, untiring and unselfish services rendered by its 
Secretary, not only in carrying on the ordinary work of the 
Association, but also in affording substantial help to the 
Committee on Academic Freedom.” 

The result of the election of officers has been published in 
Vol. 1, No. 1, of this BuLLeTin. No election to the secretary- 
ship being made, the Council was authorized to fill this posi- 
tion. 

The recommendation of the Council, ‘‘that the Council be 
authorized to refer the question of the payment of traveling 
expenses of members of committees to its Executive Com- 
mittee, or to a special committee appointed by the Council 
for 1916, this to be understood to authorize the Council to 
appropriate sums for this purpose recommended by the above 
mentioned committee,’ was taken from the table and adopted. 

It was also voted ‘‘that the Council be authorized to make 
the necessary disbursements during the coming year.”’ 

Before adjournment a resolution of thanks to the President 
was passed unanimously, the Secretary putting the motion. 
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COUNCIL BUSINESS FOR 1916 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE MEETING OF JANUARY 1, 1916 


The chairman of the retiring Committee on Academic Free- 
dom and Academic Tenure was authorized ‘‘to publish the 
report of the general committee, and to distribute it as he 
may think best.’ 

The chairman was also authorized ‘‘to print and publish 
the reports of the special committees of inquiry.” 

The President of the Association, together with the chair- 
man of the new Committee on Academic Freedom and 
Academic Tenure, was authorized to fill vacancies in this 
committee with the approval of the Executive Committee. 

It was voted that the President of the Association be chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, and that Messrs. Commons, 
John Dewey, Lovejoy, Coulter, and the Secretary of the 
Association, when elected, be appointed members of the 
Executive Committee. 

Professor H. W. Tyler, Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, was elected Secretary. 

The three special committees previously appointed were 
continued. 

The Executive Committee was authorized ‘‘to appoint a 
special committee on ‘Qualifications for Membership, and 
Lapse of Membership.’ ”’ 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE CoUNCIL JANUARY 1, TO Aprit 1, 1916 


The following actions have been taken by the Council since 
the beginning of the present year: 


(1) Authorizing the publication of a BULLETIN. 

(2) Authorizing the appointment of committees as stated 
in BuLuetin No. 1, page 7. 

(3) Authorizing the following procedure in regard to the 
business of the Treasurer’s office: 

The Treasurer is authorized: 

(a) to pay the salary of $500 to an Assistant Secretary in 
monthly installments on approval of the Secretary; 
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(b) to pay any bill of not more than $25 when approved by 
the President and by the Secretary; 

(c) to pay other bills only when the subject of expense has 
been specifically authorized by the Council, and the bill there- 
for has received the approval of the President and the Secre- 
tary. 

(a) The President and the Secretary are authorized to 
approve bills for clerical services, postage, etc., amounting to 
not more than $15 and for committee expenses when certified 
by the Chairman of any committee. 

(e) If and when the Executive Comm/‘tee approves a 
budget for the year, bills for expenses incurred pursuant to the 
budget and exceeding $25 in amount may be paid by the 
Treasurer on approval of the President and the Secretary, 
without further submission to the Council. 

Ba Authorizing the following plan for temporary member- 
ship: 

Any person duly nominated by three members may be pre- 
sented to the Council for approval as a temporary member, 
and, if approved without dissent, may, on payment of $1, be 
placed on the BULLETIN mailing list for the year, pending 
election to full membership at the next annual meeting. He 
may, meantime, be invited to attend meetings of any local 
chapter for which he would be ultimately eligible. 

(5) Committee Appointments.—Members of the Council 
have been invited to make nominations for the ten committees 
authorized; also for committees previously authorized on 
Academic Freedom and on Qualifications for Membership. 
The list of chairmen selected follows below. BuLietin No. 
3 will contain the lists of members of the committees. 

(6) The Council has (April 6) voted to add the Treasurer, 
Prof. J. C. Rolfe to the Executive Committee, and to approve 
the recommendations of the Executive Committee as to bud- 
get, committees and Council procedure. (See below.)

PROCEEDINGS OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of the Council of the Association 
met in Chicago March 11, the President, Professors Commons 
and Coulter, and the Secretary attending. (A conference had 
previously been held in New York, by the Secretary, with the 
other members of the committee.)

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Academic Freedom Report.—On the basis of previous 
authorization by the Council it was agreed to approve, sub- 
ject to the limit of cost in the provisional budget, the printing 
of 4,000 additional copies of the general report on Academic 
Freedom and Academic Tenure, for circulation among 
colleges, universities, and libraries, and for members of the 
Political Science Association and the Sociological Society. 
(The American Economic Association will reprint the report.) 

Chairmen and Members of Committees.—The list of com- 
mittee chairmen, as printed under Council Business for 1916, 
page (15), was recommended to the Council, and after a 
careful canvass of nominations made by members of the 
Council, for the membership in these committees, lists of 
members were drawn up for submission to the Council. 

Committee Titles.—It was voted to recommend that the 
Council amend the titles of Committees I and O to read 
respectively : 

A Committee on University Ethics. 

A Committee on Requirements for the Degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy. 

Carnegie Foundation.—It was voted to recommend to the 
Council the authorization of a committee on pensions and life 
insurance for college and university professors. The Presi- 
dent stated that he had written Dr. Pritchett of the Carnegie 
Foundation in regard to possible consideration by a committee 
of this Association of the new plans of the Foundation. 

Council Procedure.—In view of the inadequate opportunity 
for discussion of questions presented to the Council, it was 
voted to recommend that: 

In case of five or more negative votes on any question, ac- 
companied by a statement of reasons, the question shall be 
resubmitted with a statement of these reasons and the names 
of members presenting them. 

Local Chapters.—It was voted to approve sending a letter 
(reprinted on p. 18) signed by the President and the Secretary 
to a member of the Association in each institution (to be 
selected on the basis of academic seniority) requesting that 
he either call a meeting for local organization or arrange with 
some other member to do so. 
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LETTER ON FORMATION OF LOCAL 
CHAPTERS 


This letter is to ask you to consent to act as temporary 
chairman of a local chapter at your institution of the Associa- 
tion of University Professors, and in that capacity to call 
together your colleagues, who may be members, for a meeting 
at an early date. At that meeting your local members can 
adopt any simple and informal organization that they may 
think fit. Later meetings can be held periodically ad lib. 

Our objects in urging that these periodical meetings of local 
chapters or groups be started at an early date are three: 

(1) The Association has, as yet, adopted no formal by-law 
for local chapters, but a committee has been appointed to 
report on that subject at the next annual meeting. The or- 
ganization ultimately to be recommended will naturally de- 
pend much on experience; any a priori scheme would be 
certain to be less satisfactory. In other words, the best 
way to organize the local chapters permanently, is to start 
them informally, to let them work for six months, and 
then to take an account of the experience obtained, and 
to frame the proposed by-law in the light of that experi- 
ence. Each chapter, thus informally organized, can report 
next October (or earlier) to the chairman of that com- 
mittee the results of its experience. The committee will 
then feel certain that its recommended by-law will have a 
firm basis, suited to the common features of the variant local 
conditions. 

(2) The ultimate formulation of the opinion of the Associa- 
tion and its committees, upon the several important topics 
due to be reported upon, ought to be preceded by a widespread 
local discussion. In personal meetings the talk can be more 
direct and intimate and the issues more readily reached. The 
chairmen of the local chapters can report the net result of 
such discussions to the chairmen of the respective national 
committees. In this way the work of the national committees 
can be helpfully advanced, their conclusions be made more 
representative, and the whole subject be better prepared for 
final settlement at the annual meetings. 

(3) It may also be expected that local chapters will, from 
time to time, take initiative in bringing new subjects to the 
attention of the Council. 
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For these local meetings the subjects to be later reported 
on by the national committees will afford the natural themes 
of discussion, with an ample number to choose from. Inci- 
dentally applications for membership would be encouraged. 

It will thus be seen that the essential value of the local 
chapters consists in the assistance given towards the develop- 
ment and formulation of professional opinion on the important 
matters coming before the Association. The chapters, there- 
fore, are not expected (at least, in the view of the undersigned) 
to play any part in the actual government of this Association. 
Indeed, some members of the Association have expressed a 
hesitation to encourage the formation of local chapters, 
because of the possible tendency to create local cliques in the 
management of the Association’s affairs. Such a result seems 
to us, however, to be entirely avoidable. The true purpose 
of the chapters, viz., to assist in developing professional 
opinion, is so important and so valuable that it will of itself 
give to the chapters an ample reason for existence and activ- 
ity. The Constitution of the Association is fundamentally 
based on individual membership, and thus adequately protects 
against any risk of cliques representing the power of individual 
institutions. 

We ask you, therefore, to call this meeting, and then to 
notify the Secretary of the name and address of the chairman 
elected for 1916, for purposes of record. 

In order to distribute the burden of the work of the Associa- 
tion as widely as possible, we venture to suggest that in gen- 
_ members of the Council be not made chairmen of chap- 

ers.

P.S.—Nothing in this letter is intended to prevent the com- 
bination of members from several institutions in one local or 
regional group. The relative advantages of an institutional 
or a geographical basis may naturally depend on local con- 
siderations and may well be determined by trial.

COMMITTEES OF THE ASSOCIATION 


With a view to indicating the anticipated character and 
scope of the work of the different committees the following 
explanatory comments have been prepared by the President. 
It is hoped that members of the Association may be disposed 
to transmit information and suggestions to the several chair- 
men. For convenience of reference each committee is desig- 
nated by a capital letter. 


CoMMITTEE A 
Academic Freedom and Academic Tenure 


Chairman, A. A. Young, Cornell University 

This notable committee was appointed in January, 1915, 
to take up and complete the work of a joint committee of the 
American Economic Association, the Political Science Asso- 
ciation, and the American Sociological Society. It consists of 
fifteen members; but from time to time its sub-committees, 
for inquiry into specific cases of violation of academic free- 
dom, are composed by selecting other persons ad hoc. 

A special report on the case investigated in Utah has been 
published and others are in preparation on those in Connec- 
ticut, Pennsylvania, Colorado and Montana. - 

The General Report of the Committee on the principles of 
academic freedom, with some practical proposals, was pub- 
lished in December, 1915, as Vol. I, Part 1, of this Bulletin. 
These practical proposals cover the procedure recommended 
for dismissals and refusals of reappointment. The formula- 
tion of practical proposals for the grounds of dismissal remains 
to be made. 

ComMITTEE B 
Methods of Appointment and Promotion 


Chairman, J. M. Coulter, University of Chicago 


This committee was authorized at the annual meeting of 
January, 1915, but its members were not appointed until late 
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in 1915, and its work has just begun. Its field is distinct from 
that of Committee A (Academic Freedom and Academic 
Tenure), in that it seeks to devise a normal system, adaptable 
to different classes of institutions, for the selection and pro- 
motion of members of the academic staff. In its relations to 
other committees, the remarks made below as to Committee C 
apply here also. 


CoMMITTEE C 


Methods of Recruiting the Profession (by Scholarships and 
Fellowships, etc.) 


Chairman, G. E. Barnett, Johns Hopkins University 


This committee was authorized in 1915, but its work has 
just begun. The subject is one in which comparison of 
experience by different universities and harmony of under- 
standing as to methods is emphatically important to the 
establishment of sound practice. In contributing to the 
general problem of graduate studies, the topic of this com- 
mittee borders in some aspects upon those of Committee B 
(Methods of Appointment, etc.), Committee H (Migration, 
etc.), and Committee O (Requirements for the Ph. D. Degree) ; 
and any final solution must take into account the results of 
all four committees; but each topic is large enough to occupy 
a single committee, and the widest range of experience must 
be sought before any satisfactory solution can be expected. 


ComMITTEE D 
Limits of Standardization of Institutions, etc. 
Chairman, T. F. Holgate, Northwestern University 


This committee was appointed in 1915, at the instance of 
Professor Royce, of Harvard University, in his address at the 
annual meeting, on ‘‘The Case of Middlebury College and 
the Carnegie Foundation.” The chairman for 1915, Pro- 
fessor Giddings, of Columbia University, was obliged to resign 
on account of ill-health, and the deliberations of the committee 
are virtually beginning during the present year. The pro- 
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posed classification of colleges and universities by the U. §. 
Bureau of Education has an important relation to the inquiries 
of this committee. 

ComMITTEE E 


Qualifications for Membership 


Chairman, F. C. Woodward, Stanford University 


This committee was authorized at the annual meeting in 
January, 1915. Its task is, not to pass upon the qualifica- 
tions of individual applicants for membership, but to apply, 
by general rules, the interpretation of the constitutional clause 
to certain typical cases. Among the matters awaiting its 
consideration are these: 


(1) How the constitutional clause shall be interpreted as 
to whether a given institution is a “university or college, or 
professional school of similar grade.” 

(2) Whether the constitutional clause applies to service in 
library or laboratory departments where no teaching has 
been done. 

(3) Whether the constitutional clause applies to service 
by scientific research in institutions independent of a univer- 
sity or college, such as an astronomical observatory or a 
government bureau. 

(4) Whether the constitutional clause applies to service of 
purely technical instruction, such as instrumental music in a 
music school or manual training in an engineering school. 

(5) Whether the constitutional clause applies to service 
in one or more courses of university teaching, where the 
teacher also pursues an independent profession in an outside 
office, as in the case of many lecturers on law, medicine, 
dentistry, architecture, commerce, etc. 

(6) Whether the constitutional clause applies to persons 
who at the time of application have become devoted wholly 
to a university career, but whose prior service, in part of the 
‘ tyr was of the nature of those enumerated in paragraphs 

to (5). 

(7) Whether the constitutional clause requiring “recognized 
scholarship or scientific productivity’”’ is to be interpreted as 
satisfied by the indorsement of worthiness implied in the 
recommendation of three colleagues, or as requiring specific 
proof of the applicant’s attainments and a selective scrutiny 
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thereof with a view to making the membership of the Associa- 
tion a fairly exclusive one.* 

It may further seem appropriate to consider recommending 
amendments of the Constitution, for example: 

(8) Whether the Constitution, which now permits election 
of new members at the annual meeting only, shall be amended 
so as to permit election during the year by the Council, after 
publication of nominations in the BuLLETIN; the present 
system of election only at the annual meeting cripples the 
growth of the Association and is not customary in similar 
organizations. 

(9) Whether the Constitution shall be amended to pro- 
vide for a junior membership, for those who have had less than 
ten years of university service; so that the younger members 
of the profession may be given an early interest in the work of 
the Association and a stake in its welfare, the present ten-year 
qualification being far higher than is customary in similar 
organizations. 


CoMMITTEE F 


Formation of Local Chapters or Groups 


Chairman, J. R. Commons, University of Wisconsin 


This committee will be expected to present a report at the 
next annual meeting defining a policy for local chapters or 
groups in the light of this year’s actual experience, the Execu- 
tive Committee preferring not to proceed upon speculation. 

The local groups will be invited to meet and work as chap- 
ters this year. Their varied experiences, duly communicated 
to Committee F, will enable it to frame a plan that will be 
adaptable to all conditions. For this purpose a letter, printed 
elsewhere in this BULLETIN, has been sent to a member in each 
institution, asking him to call a meeting and to organize 
provisionally. These provisional chapters will find plenty of 
material for discussion in the topics allotted to the national 
committees; and the opinions elicited in these local meetings, 


*The President cannot resist offering his humble opinion that the phrase 
“scientific productivity”? smacks unfortunately of the quantitative factory-out- 
put standards, and that if it were to be construed as testing eligibility for this 
Association of liberal scholars by the amount of published papers or books, then 
the sooner it is amended out of the Constitution, the better for the Association. 
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when communicated to the respective chairmen, will be of 
great value for the committee deliberations. Thus the way 
will be prepared for the final settlement of the Association’s 
views at the annual meeting. It must not be forgotten that 
the formulation of professional opinion is a slow process, need- 
ing ample comparison of views in all quarters and throughout 
the year. Local meetings already held at Madison and 
at Boston show that this method is a sound one and will 
meet with general acceptance. But it must be remembered 
that these Chapters have as yet no constitutional status or 
authority whatever, and can have none before the next an- 
nual meeting. It will be appreciated that local chapters will 
meet for formal o1 informal private discussion without pub- 
lication. 


CoMMITTEE G 


Causes and Remedies for the Alleged Decline in the Intel- 
lectual Interests of College Students 
Chairman, E. B. Greene, University of Illinois 

This subject has of late received widespread discussion, by 
professors and others, in the public prints. It is a timely sub- 
ject, and our Association is the proper body to take it up. 
One member of the Council expresses the opinion that it is 
the most important subject before the Association. Its solu- 
tion can rest only on the widest comparison of views; but that 
solution, whenever reached, will be of beneficent significance 
and may well mark a new epoch in university education in 
this country. 


CoMMITTEE H 


Desirability and Practicability of Increased Migration and 
Interchange of Graduate Students 


Chairman, A. O. Leuschner, University of California 
This subject, with the rise of state universities, the exten- 
sion of graduate studies, and the increase of mobility in 
student life, has acquired a large importance as a problem. 
It can be solved only by mutual concessions and harmonious 
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understanding on the part of the various institutions; thus it 
falls particularly to this Association as a part of its task. In 
its relation to the topics of certain other committees, the 
remarks above offered, under Committee C, apply here also. 

This topic was proposed in the original call for the formation 
of the Association. 

CommiTTEE I 
University Ethics 
Chairman, John Dewey, Columbia University 

This committee may look forward to doing for the profes- 
sion of university teachers what the committees on profes- 
sional ethics have done for the medical profession and the 
legal profession. Within every profession there arise typical 
problems of conduct, for which neither law nor ordinary 
morality provides either guide or control. The best opinion 
should be formulated as a guide and standard,—a standard to 
strengthen the conscience of the weak and a guide to inform 
the youthful. Of course, the subject of academic freedom 
is here a part of the field; but the restraints which a governing 
board should put upon itself raise a distinct question from 
that of the restraints which professors should put upon them- 
selves regardless of the interference of boards. Moreover, 
there is a large field of morality and propriety in the relations 
between professors themselves, between professors and stu- 
dents, and between students. A useful suggestion of the 
concrete nature of these questions will be found in Professor 


H. C. Warren’s article in the Atlantic Monthly for November, 
1914, 


CoMMITTEE J 
Distinctions between the Several Honorary Degrees and the 
Basis for Conferring them 


Chairman, R. M. Wenley, University of Michigan 


This topic also was proposed in the original call for the 
formation of the Association. The widest variety of practice 
exists, and an almost equal variety of criticism is heard. 
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The subject is capable of being governed by a common under- 
standing, and this Association is decidedly the body to for- 
mulate such an understanding. For the credit of university 
prestige, and for the enlightenment of the public at large, it 
-is to be expected that the work of this committee can accom- 
plish something to define and stabilize the significance of these 
awards. 
ComMMITTEE K 


Feasibility and Method of Utilizing the Government Scientific 
Bureaus at Washington and elsewhere—in Co- 
operation, etc. 


Chairman, E. D. Durand, University of Minnesota 

Much has been said recently about the facilities available 
at Washington. Some universities have doubtless definite 
practices or plans as to utilizing them for graduate work. 
The rest of the institutions know little about the problem, but 
they need to know. This Association should find out what 
the facts are, and should place on record some conclusions for 
general information. This involves incidentally the consid- 
eration of the much-mooted plan for a federal university at 
Washington. It would seem that such a plan should not 
receive final decision until this Association has expressed its 
mature views upon the subject. 


CoMMITTEE L 


Co-operation with Latin-American Universities to Promote 
Exchange Professorships and Fellowships, etc. 


Chairman, L. S. Rowe, University of Pennsylvania 

Our universities must not lag behind in doing their share 
to promote the healthy movement for fraternization with 
Latin-America. A few universities have already done some- 
thing. But the others need to know what has been done, and 
to be invited to do their share, if any. There is room for 4 
good deal of co-operation; and the right men are probably 
scattered about in various institutions. Moreover, the needs 
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and demands of Latin-American students coming to the 
United States should be inquired into, and perhaps also of our 
students going to Latin-America. Perhaps the report should 
include some information for us in this country of the ideals 
and methods of the Latin-American universities. In short, 
there are a number of possibilities which may amount to some- 
thing or to nothing, but should be inquired into by a repre- 
sentative body. 


CoMMITTEE M 


Recommendations of the Second Pan-American Scientific 
Congress 


Chairman, J. D. M. Ford, Harvard University 


This body, meeting in Washington December 27, 1915 to 
January 8, 1916, adopted a number of recommendations 
which affect our university field. A translation of them 
is given below. This Association is in duty bound to con- 
sider them, and to work out any general plans which ought 
to ensue from them. The foregoing subject (Committee L) 
is also in principle a part of this same general duty of ours 
to promote fraternal co-operation with Latin-America, but 
stands by itself as obviously requiring a separate committee. 
We can hardly avoid giving official consideration to these 
recommendations of the Congress. 

Resolutions of the Second Pan-American Scientific Con- 
gress (from the Boletin de la Union Pan-Americana, January, 
1916, page 12): 


XV. That the curriculum of study in schools of the Ameri- 
can Republics include instruction on the life and achievements 
of the Founders and Statesmen of all States of the Continent. 

XVI. That the United States Universities provide Chairs 
of the growth and ideals of the Latin-American nations, and that 
similar chairs be established in Latin-America on the history 
of the United States. 

XVII. That the teaching of the Spanish Language be made 
general in the schools of the United States, and of the English 
Language in Latin-American schools, and that both be taught 
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from the point of view of American customs, history, litera- 
ture, and social institutions. 

XVIII. That the study of Sociology be introduced in all 
American universities. 

XIX. That an interchange of teachers and of students in 
normal and technical schools be encouraged. 

XXII. That a Department of Education be established in 
the Pan-American Union, for the publication in English, 
Spanish, and Portugese of pedagogical writings important to 
American countries . . . (and for the interchange of 
ideas upon Education). 

XXIII. . . . (That courses in International Law be 
established in every university; ten elaborate paragraphs). 

XXV. That the study of the Constitutions of all American 
Republics be given a specific place in all institutions of learn- 
ing.

Handbook of American Universities and Colleges 


Chairman, J. Mc. K. Cattell, Columbia University 

This country greatly needs such a handbook. A small part 
of the data can be found in the annual report of the U. 8. 
Commissioner of Education, in the American Year-Book, and 
elsewhere. But what is needed is a special publication, 
annually revised, on the general plan of the German “ Min- 
erva.”’ 

The reasons why the ‘‘ Minerva” does not suffice are: (1) 
It is in German, and as a matter of self-respect, we ought to 
have one of our own in English, for the United States alone. 
(2) The present convulsion in Europe will result in numerous 
gaps in ‘‘ Minerva,” if, indeed, it is not abandoned; for five 
or ten years to come, it can hardly be complete and will 
decline in vogue; and it has never been up to date for the 
U. S. (3) More important, ‘‘Minerva’s” general plan does 
not admit several classes of data which we ourselves con- 
stantly need to know for American institutions; e. g., the 
courses given, and not merely the names of the professors. 
(4) Most important, the large and increasing number of 
foreign students, from Japan, China, South America, and 
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elsewhere, find us without any reference book containing the 
information and the general survey which they need. 

The handbook should presumably be, like ‘‘ Minerva,” a 
mere rehearsal of the principal classes of facts, obtainable of 
record; and would become a reference volume ir every 
library, high school, and editorial office in the country. 


CoMMITTEE O 


Requirements for the Ph.D. Degree 
Chairman, J. R. Angell, University of Chicago 

This knotty subject is an ever-present problem, in one or 
another aspect, in all institutions; and it would be a reproach 
to our Association if we did not attempt to reach some results 
representing a common understanding. In its relations to the 
work of certain other committees, the remarks above made, 
under Committee C, apply to this subject also. But this 
subject has its own special considerations, and the committee 
has an ample task before it. 


CoMMITTEE P 


Systems of Pensions and Insurance for University Teachers 


The proposed system of pensions and insurance, recently 
circulated in a report of the President of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion, must naturally arouse the greatest interest among college 
and university teachers. Having ascertained that the views 
of this Association would receive consideration, the Executive 
Committee has appointed a committee to report upon the 
subject.* It is obvious that a committee report, based on 
exchange and comparison of views, will have a special value 
independent of the numerous individual views which have 
been solicited and received from instructors by the authors 
of the proposal. 


*We have been assured that no action will be taken by the Carnegie Foun- 
dation until November next. 
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
